^ Thunder and lightning storms originate from the condensation of rapidly rising moist air heated at the 


earth's surface. In consequence of the condensation of the moist air In the upper regions electricity Is grad- 
ually generated, so that after a time the cloud becomes heavily charged. The time comes, however, when the 
cloud containing this accumulating store of energy cannot any lonser stand the 
strain. 
Sometimes 
a heavy 


shower of rain from it is sufficient to carry off some of the charge, but this kind of safety valve is not suffi- 
ciently quick acting, so that It'relieves itself as soon as it can overcome the resistance of the Intervening air by 
a disruptive discharge in the form of a flash of lightning cither direct to the earth or to a neighboring cloud. 
The air through which th« discharge passes because, however, so highly heated that it suddenly expands and 
afterward contracts. 
These expansions and contractions set the atmosphere in vibration and thus give rise to 


a aeries of air waves producing the noise called thunder. 


In the accompanying picture are photographs showing how the lightning flashes appear under the camera. 


The so-called "dark" flash is really a bright one, but owing to a peculiarity of the photographic film It was re- 
versed on the plate by the action of light other than that produced by the flash.

Edward 
Johnston, manager of the Hardwood 
company of Pittsburgh took $3,000 of 
the bond. He said he did not know the 
girl, but her brother 'worked for him

Moving into a new house is simpli- 


led by the manner in which the fur- 
illure is put into the rooms. 
If the 


louse has 
been completely finished 


-nd workmen have left, it .is not dif- 
Icult to arrange the chairs, but try to 
place tables and settees -while laborers 
^re at work requires much planning, 
""or nothing is gained by putting- in all 
piec«s at once. To the contrary, con- 
"uslon is only Increased. 
To send 


ieavy pieces of. furniture before' the 
carpets or matting are down' saves no 
Ime and wears temper, because all 
must then be handled twice. 
If for 


any reason the floors cannot be fln- 
shed, it is better not to place furni- 
ture in the rooms, but to devoter one's 
attention to articles that can be hung 
or put away. 


For example, there may be many 


workmen in a house, and the pantry 
may be in order, so that barrels con- 
taining' china may be brought in and 
put beneath the cabinets. Each piece 
as it is taken out -should be washed 
and -wiped ana placed -where it is to 
remain. 
As fast as each barrel is 


emptied it must be removed, the ex- 
celsior or straw taken out, and finally 


the floor swept and cleaned. Then th.9 
room must be locked and kept closed 
until the house is In order. . 


It all furniture' has come from a. dis- 


tance and is crated, It is far'better to 
have the unpacking done out of doors. 
This is possible even in the city, when 
a back yard may be used. In the coun- 
try such a'plan presents no difficulty, 
In an apartment house a Janitor is 
usually -willing that the basement shall 
be used for the' purpose. 
- If a coal store is used, the crates 
should be broken into kindling wood. 
While the wood -itself may be no 
cheaper .because of the price ot.laboi 
tor ^cutting it, one is still .saved the. 
expense of having- the lumber'-carted 
away.

Ideas of His Big 


Predecessor. 


Pueblo, Col.. Sept. 23.—"We are en- 


tering upon an era of prosperity that 
I hope will be exceptional even in the 
history of our prosperity, but in doing 
so we must be careful not to forget 
the oblljation there 
is 
upon us to 


adopt

legislative measures In 


itate and nation as shall prevent a re- 
currence of the abuses which

people by my predecessor, Theodore 
Roosevelt."

New York, Sept. 2J.—Dr. Frederick 


Albert Cook, who arrived Tuesday to 
tell all about his trip to the north 
pole, hut who was a bit reticent upon 
the first day of his arrival, answered 
questions for a short time yesterday 
morning in the Waldorf when the | 
evening 
newspaper 
men 
gathered 


about him. 
At 4:10 o'clock in the 


afti-rnoon he greeted a parlorful of 
Xow York reporters and European 
correspondents—about 
thirty-five or 


forty—and had questions fired at him 
for an hour and a half. 


"Fire away, gentlemen." was Cook's 


(greeting, and the bombardment began 
Immediately. It might be said right 
here that Dr. Cook Improves on ac- 
quaintance. 
Some replies were not 


altogether satisfactory, perhaps, but 
at all times the explorer frankly an- 
swered the questions asked or, if he 
felt so disposed, frankly replied—es- 
pecially when anything In the nature 


minutes. But in the nature of things 
it wasn't long before various parts of 
the 
room were heard from. 
The 


hecklers never took an argumentative 
ton*. 


The doctor answered promptly and 


easily almost all 
of the questlons- 


Sometimes he paused perceptibly be- 
fore answering and then picked his 
words with care. And early he mad« 
it evident that he didn't wish to com- 
ment upon anything attributed to the 
commander or the crew of the Roose- 
velt. 


"Will you tell why you 
imposed 


secrecy upon 
Whitney and 
young 


Pritchard?" Dr. Cook was asked as an 
opener. 


"Because," he answered, "I didn't 


think I was bound for any reason to 
give the nature of my expedition and 
work to Peary or any one else. Natur- 
ally I had a pardonable pride—and i 
perfect right, I may add—to announce 
my achievement'to the world myself. 
Mr. Whitney, who should be back here 
by the middle of October, will be at 
liberty then and Is at liberty now to 
give all the information he posseses." 


"When you left your records with 


Mr. "Whitney did you have any under- 
standing with him when he was to re- 
turn home?" 


"No. He merely told me he was go- 


Ing over to the Hudson bay region to 
hunt for bear."

the lurking distrust, or at least de- 
mand for proof, that has confronted 
Cook to an extent rarely met by a re- 
turning hero. 


One thing happened at tho last mo- 


ment of the Interview that may not 
appear to science so much as it would 
appeal to the popular mind that asks 
to be "shown"—the sight of a little 
notebook filled with pencil writing so 
small that the little book had been 
made to contain about 30,000 words. 
This was one ot three notebooks in 
which Dr. Cook copied his observa- 
tions and comments while wintering 
through tho arctic night far up on tho 
shores of Jones sound during his trip 
to the southland. 


Almost Like. Splinter of Polo. 


"May we seo some of the notes you 


made while wintering In tho north?" 
Dr. Cook was asked. He had Just told 
in his concluding remarks of the In- 
tervlow something about his under- 
ground winter quarters and of the 
writings he had done there as a pre- 
liminary to reports and his book soon 
to be published. Dr. Cook hesitated 
for a moment and then arose. 


"Yes," he said. "I'll show you some 


of the writing I did In the north," and 
he hurried up to his apartments with 
his secretary to get his note books. 


In a few minutes he was back with 


one of the books, and as he flipped 
through the small pages, filled with 
marvelously minute pencil writing, 
somehow you felt that here was some- 
thing tangible—almost like a splinter 
ot the pole itself. Dr. Cook gave no 
one a chance to read carefully any of 
the pages. That forthcoming book of 
his and his caro that nothing It will 
contain should see the light prema- 
turely often is evident.
